In W o n t Condition Than the 
Adjoining C ountry Highw ay. 
Comment on the poor streets main­ 
tained by small cities and towns on 
main highways, often fur inferior to 
the country road, increases and points 
more commandingly to the need o f 
some comprehensive plan that will in­ 
sure uniformity on main roads, inclu­ 
sive of routes through villages and 
towns.

Varied People* Form a Complete E x ­ 
hibition of Balkan Fashions. 


A striking picture of street life in 
Snlonikl, Greece, is given in a bulletin 
of the National Geographic society 
compiled from a communication to the 
society from II. G. Dwight. 
“Somebody bad told me that Salonlkl 
was rather like Genoa,’’ writes .Mr. 
Dwight. 
"My first impression, there­ 
fore, was of a disappointing flatness 
not in the leust comparable to the lofty 
air - the piled, bastioned, heaven seal­ 
ing air—of the Italian city. 
Vet Salo- 
niki scales heaven, too, in lier more 
discreet manner. 
"And there is even something faintly 
Italian about her. 
This is most pulpa 
hie on the broad quay of tile water 
front, especially when a veritable row 
of fishermen from the Adriatic are dry­ 
ing nets or suds under the sea wall. 
Just as they do lu Venice. 
Tile cres­ 
cent of white buildings feeing the blue 
bay would not 
look foreign in any 
Rimini or Spezzla. 
"The White tower, which is the most 
conspicuous of them, might perfectly 
have been the work of an Italian 
prince, 
indeed, a doge of Venice is 
said to have built the first edition of It. 
and Suleiman the Magnificent employed 
Venetians for his own. 
"Look a little closer, however, aud 
this Italian appearing town has unfa­ 
miliar details. 
The white campanili 
that everywhere prick up above the 
roofs of Weathered red ore too slender 
and too pointed for true bell towers. 
Tla*u, as you land ut the quay you 
perceive thut the electric cars are la 
boled iii strange alphabets. The cafes 
do not look quite as they should either. 
"Aft for the jieople Iii them, a good 
many would pass without question 
Just such slight and trim young men 
in Italy would sit ut little tables on 
th* sidewalk. Just such young women. 
rather pale aud JKiwdered as to com­ 
plexion, rather dusky as to eyes and 
hair, would sit beside them. 
And you 
hear a good deal of Italian. 
But you 
hear more of other and less familial 
languages. 
And those ret! fezzes are 
another note. 
"A more striking note is afforded by 
numerous dignified old gentlemen tak­ 
ing their case In their bathrobes, as it 
were, slit a little up the side and tied 
ntsuit the wnist with a gay silk girdle 
Over the bathrobe they usually wear a 
long, open coat lined with yellow fur, 
which guards thctn from the cold Iii 
winter and In the summer from heat. 
And none of them is without a string 
of lieads, preferably of amber, dan­ 
gling from his hand ami giving him 
something to piny with. 
"Such un old gentleman should be ac­ 
companied by an old lady, who contrib­ 
utes what is most characteristic to the 
local color of Kalontki. The foundation 
of her costume Is a petticoat of some 
dark silk and a white Inspire crossed 
Indow her thro at—a very thin bodice. 
cut very low at the neck aud mist liv­ 
ened by any such mail as western 
women arm themselves with. 
"Over this superstructure tile old 
lady wears a dark satin bolero lined 
with fur ami two striped silk aprons. 
one before and one behind. The latter 
Is caught up on one side, some corner 
of it being apparently tucked into u 
mysterious pocket. But the crown and 
glory of tho old lady Is her headdress, 
a sort of flat frame tightly wound 
nlsiut wit!] a staminal or embroidered 
handkerchief ami crowned with att 
oval gilt plaque set off by seed pearls 
Whatever its color, tills creation inva­ 
riably ends iu a fringed tail of dark 
green silk, also ornamented by ii gilt or 
gold plaque of seed pearls hanking 
halfway down the old lady's blick, 
In 
this wonderful tall abe keep* her hair, 
of which you sea not a scrap unless at 
the temples. And about lier throat she 
wears strings aud strings of more seed 
pearls. 
"She is, this decorative, this often ex 
ire moly handsome old lady, a mother 
in Israel. 
The old gentleman Iii the 
gaberdine is ber legitimate consort, 
while muny of the modernized young 
people at the cafe tables ale their de 
scenda lits—very many. A dozen differ­ 
ent estimates of the population are 
given, varying according to the race of 
the Informant, but they ail agree on 
the point that Salonlkl contains not far 
from 150,OOO people and that more than 
half of them are Jews. 
"To loiter among the booths of Sa 
loniki’s bazaar, to explore the busy 
sqnu reft and markets beyond it. to 
stroll In the crowded street of the Var­ 
da r or to Idle among the coffee houses 
of Its western end la to take in some­ 
thing of the Macedonian question. 
"Tall Albanians, variously braided 
according to their trills and wearing 
white skullcaps on one ear, 
stalk 
through the crowd with that lordly 
swing of theirs. 
Bulgarians, less lord­ 
ly, but no less Indifferent to the opin­ 
ion of the world at large, mind their 
own 
business in 
browu 
homespun. 
Kilted Greek (leaaants In tight white 
trousers tasseled under the knee, boot­ 
ed Montenegrins with hanging sleeves, 
lend the scene an operatic air. 
"Women In hats, women in kerchiefs, 
women in embroideries that you want 
to buy off their backs—and sometimes 
do—women In the Turkish domino, of­ 
fer a complete exhibition of Balkan 
fashions.”

I am building a car into a roadster 
and would like to know w h a t material 
to use for a cowl and w h a t thickn ess 
or gauge. 
Can you give me some in ­ 
formation on this subject? 
You could use either steel or alumi­ 
num for this. 
The sheet steel used 
by body makers runs anywhere from 
18 to 22 gauge.

using d e n a tu re d alcohol undiluted 
in 
the ra d ia to r? 
When alcohol and w a ­ 
ter are used the mixture is a dead lose 
af ter the n cld is past, 
lf all alcohol 
could be used, then after th e dan ger of 
freezing was over it could be drained 
off and used for other purposes or s a v ­ 
ed and used again. This being th e case, 
would it not be more economical than 
using a solution of alcohol and w a te r ? 
Would the loss from evaporation be 
enoug h to offset the saving? 
It is evident that you have given too 
little thought to evaporation 
Iii this 
connection. 
In the first place, you 
could not get the desired cooling cf 
feet from the use of denatured alco­ 
hol alone. 
The boiling point of de 
natured alcohol 
Is 
173 degrees 
F„ 
while that of water is ‘J12 F., although 
either gives off vapor considerably be­ 
fore tiles** degrees of tempera: lire are 
reached. 
Water begins to give off 
vupor ut a trout I r»<» degrees, while a1 
cohol begins to vaporize shortly aftt*r 
tin* RN) degree mark is passer!. 
To 
give you some idea to bow much great 
er extent alcohol evaporates under the 
ordinary heat generated by tin* motor 
than does water it may la* said that 
the ratio as between alcohol and wa 
ter Is approximately ten to one. 


Some engine* stop almost im m e d i­ 
ately after the sw it ch <s cut off, while 
oth er en gines seem to lose thei r m o ­ 
m e n t u m gradually. 
Why is this? 
When the switch is cut off on an 
engine It is merely a matter of bring­ 
ing to rest tin* moving purts which are 
no longer propelled by tin* explosion 
of tile gases In the combustion cham­ 
ber. 
Only one influence Is probably 
great enough to in* considered as the 
opposing factor to fin* movement of 
the motor, ami this is the internal fric­ 
tion. 
When this has exerted Its influ­ 
ence to such an extent that the motor 
Is unable to turn Itself over against 
tin* compression of flu* cylinders it 
xxiii come to rest. The compression Is 
not an opposing factor unless 'lie mo 
mentinn is sufficient to carry tin* mo­ 
tor over top center, be*’ause xvlien it is 
carried over fop center tin* expansion 
of the compressed air gixes up prac­ 
tically all the po xx-or xvhlch was utilized 
In compressing It. 
If the compression 
were used beton*, tin* engine xviii be 
unable to turn Itself over lite dead 
point. 
With these considerations it 
xviii be easily seen that ii motor with 
tigiit bearings, tight piston Hugs and 
high compression xxiii come to rest 
much quicker than one xx filch has the 
opposite conditions. 


H as a long st ro ke nxotor any a d v a n ­ 
tages over a sh ort st ro ke m o to r? 
Yes. 
The gas after ignition has 
greater chanco to give up its energy 
to the piston. A greater volume of gas 
may be got Into the cylinder without 
increasing the boro. 
Tills means more 
power for the same piston speed. 


Will you please tell me th e best way 
to p ut kerosene into the cylinder* for 
removing carbon without rem oving the 
spark plugs? 
The only xx ay you eau pour kerosene 
into the cylinders is through some 
opening, aud the only openings provid­ 
ed iii the ordinary motor besides pct 
cocks are those occupied by spark 
pings aud valve plugs. 
If you do not 
xvunt to remove these, then you xviii 
have to feed the coal oil through the 
air intake of the carburetor while tho 
engine is running. 
Tho coal oil gives best results lf 
poured Into the cylinders when the 
engine Is hot und allowed to remain 
in the motor for at least ten hours. 
About one half a tumblerful should bi* 
(toured bito each cylinder. 


Is t h s r s any w ay of d ete rm in in g w h a t 
g ear ratio on final drive would prove 
m ost sat isfactory? 
Tho gear ratio is determined after 
the 
motor characteristics are ascer 
tallied. Suppose, for example, that the 
maximum power of the motor is de- 
vclo(>ed at 1,500 revolutions j*er min­ 
ute and It Is desired to give the car a 
maximum hjmmhI of fifty m iles per hour 
A reduction is used whicb xviii cause 
the car to show fifty miles per hour 
xx hen the motor is turning over at 
I JS00 revolutions j**r minute. The most 
satisfactory rutio depends upon your 
motor and how you wish the car to 
perform. 


Can you tall ma of a good com po un d 
t h a t will clean out th e rust, scu m and 
other foreign m a t t e r th a t accum ula te 
in the ra d iato r and th a cooling system 
of a car? 
Dissolve a half pound of lye lo about 
five gallons of water. Strain this solu­ 
tion aud pour into the radiator aud 
cooling system. 
When this Is done al­ 
low the engine to run about twenty 
minutes, which Is enough time for the 
solution to do Its work. It should then 
In* drained off. 
The cooling system 
should then be washed out several 
times xvlth clean water.. 


Can an a m a t e u r silverize reflectors? 
lf so, w h a t a re th* ingr ed ients and in 
w h a t propo rtion# ara they used? 
An am ateur can silverize glass re­ 
flectors, but It is very difficult to make 
a good Job of it. The method l»y which 
this work has been curried out is as 
follows: 
First, fasten to a block of 
wood the finest possible grade of em­ 
ery cloth. 
With this the reflector is 
smoothed down to a fine finish. It Is 
next necessary to Lave a melting pot 
and a thermometer which is capable of 
measuring 
more tfiau 212 degrees. 
Two ounces of lead, two ouuces of tin 
and four ounces of chemically pure 
bismuth are melted together. 
Eight 
ounces of mercury are added at 212 
degrees F. and mired with the melted 
mixture. Apply while warm.

Siile play iii ball bearings may be 
eliminated Ii}- using strips of paper to 
take up the lost motion. 


No. 2 cylinder of my c a r has no c o m ­ 
pression or power.

when it is forced up it will not com* 
down. 
Do you suppose th* sprin g has 
tost its s t r e n g t h ? 
The valve stem 1s probably bent and 
should be removed and straightened. 
If bent or worn badly It would be 
more advisable to use a new- valve. 


Iii replacing valves care should be tak­ 
en to reseat them properly. 
If all the 
valves are n o t xvell seated p o o r com­ 
pression and loss of power xviii result. 


I a m h av in g tr o u b le with fire co ming 
from th* e x h a u s t cut out u n d e rn e a t h 
my c a r w h e n ru n n in g rapidly an d s h u t ­ 
ting off quickly, also when pulling hard. 
It is not tho re g u lar a x h a u st from the 
engine, bu* a large blaze like gasoline 
fire, which co mes clear to th* g ro und 
and spread* o u t several feet caph way.

It Is difficult to suy exactly what is 
causing tills trouble xv it bout seeing the 
car.

Washington, Jan. 2>. — I Special.] — 
The continuation of tin* Newland*- 
Adamson Joint legislative commission 
makes it possible to sidetrack tile rail­ 
road legislation this winter ami* not 
compel un extra session. There is good 
reason for postponing action while this 
joint commission is still taking testi­ 
mony. 
There is of course doubt whether this 
commission is going to accomplish any­ 
thing. 
We have had experience xvlth 
commissions and committees of con­ 
gress und loug investigations. 
Ten 
years ago when Senator Elkins wus 
chairman of the committee on inter­ 
state commerce several months xvere 
given over to taking testimony of rail­ 
road men and everybody else thut 
wanted to be heard upon the subject 
of railroad conditions. 
There ure six 
or eight large volumes of that testi­ 
mony, xvhlch xvns then and has ever 
since been absolutely valueless. What 
xvas said by those (>eopie bud no influ­ 
ence whatever upon the legislation 
.that followed. 


Fearin g th* Outcome. 
A great muny men fear thut the out­ 
come of railroad legislation following 
the investigation by the Newland* 
Adamson commission xviii la* the wip­ 
ing out of stute lines in regard to 
truus]H>rtution in tile United States. A 
great many men see a tendency in t hut 
direction, ((articularly us the railroads 
nre insistent upon u central control 
and regulation rather than forty-eight 
different commissions and states mak­ 
ing laws aud regulations for the cur­ 
riers. 
"Viewing W ith Alarm .” 
It Is always stated thut political 
platforms xviii "point xvith pride” and 
"view xvlth alarm,” und there is gen­ 
erally a number of men iu congress 
xvho are more or less pessim istic in 
regard to conditions of the country in 
the future. 
But Just now tin* type of 
pessimistic utterances beats anything 
that bus been beard in years. lauders 
aud those who are near leaders, sena­ 
tors of considerable prominence and 
chairmen of committees iii the house 
are vicing xvlth each other iii prognose

There Is no compound that will covet 
scratches which are right down to the 
metal. Body polish will ald in obliter­ 
ating marks on the finish, particularly 
tf these Imperfection* are In the var­ 
nish ulone. as the polish forms a new 
gloss over the surface, but you can 
readily understand that no polish can 
obliterate deep cracks or scratches. 
Obviously the only remedy is to fill 
these cracks xvlth material similar to 
that which xx as removed from them, 
and merely to put In any kind of polish 
or compound, particularly lf it Is not 
of exactly the same color, will do little 
good. In other words, fining the crack 
w it Ii anything except the correct pig­ 
ment or paint wtll not make a very 
successful repair, Inasmuch us the fill­ 
ing compound will readily lie detected 
because of its difference In color, un* 
U*s«, as already |*o!nted out. the scratch 
Is merely iii the varnish, which Is ordi­ 
narily colorless.

this lever It pulled one© or twice It Is 
sufficient to fix the mixture for start 
ins. 
When priming the cylinders di­ 
rect from the petcocks very little gaso­ 
line should be inserted. 
The average 
pet cock has a cup, which, lf filled, is 
sufficient to prime the cylinder, 
if 
t*Ki rich n mixture Is drawn into the 
cylinder the petcocks should be open 
cd and the motor cranked a few times 
iii order to free the cylinders of the 
rkb mixture, lf the petcocks a rt then 
closed and the motor crashed without
